Bennett wasa director in 
the defendant company, and, by a resolution of the 
board. at which he was present, he was appointed 
vice-president and secretary of the company, at a 
salary of $150 per month for one year from July 1. 
1883. On February 1, 1884, the board reconsidered 
this resolution and wished to discontinue the salary. 
This, Judge Thayer holds, they had no richt to do.

The Presidential Vocal Organ Com-

Mr. W. W. Corcoran Charmed With the 

New Ohief Magistrate—The Gallery and 
Proposed Art School—Republican Econo 
my Dodges—Commissioner Miller—Miss 
Cleveland’s Politics.

Wasniveron, April 4—President Cleveland has a 
voice, in ordinary conversation, which exactly re- 
sembies in clearness and sound, that of the late 
Senator Matt Carpenter. A gentieman who was 
very near to Mr. Carpenter, was sitting in the office 
of Private Secretary Lamont at the White House 
the otherday. He chanced tobe thinking about 
Mr. Carpenter when he suddenly neard behind him 
an easy, good-natured voice, which so recalled Car- 
penter that it positively startled him.

He was talking with 
Mr. Bayard and had approached the door of the 
private secretary's room. There is an under cur 
rent of good feeling and kindly humor in the tones 
of the President's voice, which are wonderfully like 
those of Carpenter's, The President is not fond of 
going out to visit anyone. He is glad to eee peo 
ple who come to the White House for the purpose 
of making social calla. He has made only one call 
since he has been in Washington. During the first 


week of his stay here he called upon the millionaire | 


philanthropist, Corcoran. He understood that Mr, 
Oorcoran was very anxious to see him. Mr. Oor- 
coran is in his 66th year. The President paid him 
the usual compliment of going to his house out of 
regard for his great age and reputation. The Presi- 
dent remained with him nearly an hour. 


Ina call upon Mr. Corcoran the other evening, I 
asked him how he liked the President. He replied 
that he liked him very much. He seemed to him like 
a straight, forward business man and he believed 
that his Administration would be very successful on 
that account. Mr. Corcoran is very much inter 
ested in the attempt of the New York Wor.p to 
raise the money for the pedestal of the Bartholdi 
statue, although he would not himself contribute 
to the fund.

In the investigation of the Treasury Commission 
a number of interesting things have been brought 
out iu the examination of tne affairs of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Last year it took $2,500,000 of 
expenditure to collect the revenues, iately 
foliowing the last election the Republican officiais 
of the bureau began to economize, and cut down 
expendiiures so as to anticipate the possible econ- 
omies of the new admiuistration to come. They 
have so cut down the scaie of expenditures that the 
outgo this year for the collection of revenue will be 
reduced $500,000. The Commission have examined 
a number of Republican experts who are still in the 
employ of the Bureau. They have given it 
as their opinion that the estimates can be still 
furtaer cut down, without in any way impairing 
tue honest collection of the revenues. move 
political influen these experts say, from the 
bureau; put its managemeat upon a good business 
basis, aud you can make another cut of $300,000. 
This wiil make a saving of $800,000 a year in one 
Bureau of the Goverument alone which can be 
properly credited to the election of a Democratic 
administration. The commission has discovered a 
number of waysin which money is wastedin the 
coilection of the revenue. The gaugers are espe- 
cial suojects for criticam.
